SHERIFF 
PROPOSAL 
FROM MEC 


JACKSON, Miss. — The govern- 
mental Affairs Committee of the 
Mississippi Economic Council re- 
commended this week legislation 
to implement a voter-ratified con- 
stitutional amendment separating 
the offices of sheriff and tax col- 
lector. 

The committee’s recommenda- 
tions will be presented to the Janu- 
ary Legislature. 

Seven proposals are included in 
the recommendations. 

One would transfer the tax col- 
lecting duties to the county tax 
assessor. 

The tax assessor and sheriff 
would be placed on a salary with 
fees currently being collected 
going into the county general 
funds. 

The measure would restrict 
sheriffs to law enforcement and 
allow them to seek re-election. 
Sheriffs cannot now succeed them- 
selves. 

A minimum bond of $10,000 to 
$25,000 would be provided for 
sheriffs in law enforcement ac- 
tivities. A higher bond would be 
required of the tax assessors- 
collectors. 

The county sheriff's statewide 
association is opposed to the sepa- 
ration proposal. It will ask the le- 
gislature to permit them to seek 
re-election and retain their present 
dual functions. Such actions would 
require another constitutional 
amendment. 

The offices were separated by 
the 1962 Legislature but limple- 
menting legislation was never 
enacted. 

Capitol sources say Gov. Paul 
Johnson and Lt. Gov. Carroll Gar- 
tin favor the sheriff's proposal.

PROGRAM FOR HIGH 
SCHOOL SENIORS 


Sgt. Paul Jenkins, Information 
NCO for Air Force Recruiting, 
said that the Air Force has opened 
a completely new program for high 
school graduates and seniors. 

The new program Delayed Enlist- 
ment Program (DEP) was designed 
so that high school graduates and 
seniors who are within 120 days 
of graduation can qualify and en- 
list in the Ready Reserve and 
select a date for entry into active 
duty status after graduation. Al- 
though the senior or graduate will 
be a member of the Ready Re- 
serve, he will not be required to 
participate in any Reserve training 
or meetings.
